Paris, Dec. IS.—Dispatches received 


from Marseilles announce that the 
French steamer Kleber, from' Cette. 
France, is ashore east of the. mouth of 
the river Rhone. The Kleber mistook- 
the entrance or the river during a 
heavy fog. Life boats attempted to 
assist the Kleber but the h'oavy seas 
prevented them from reaching her. 
The -customs boat from St. LouSs Da 
Rhons succeeded in getting near the 
Kleber and learned that the captain 
of the ship was ill 'and that the mate 
had disappeared. It is snppo&ed the 
latter was swept overboard. The Kle- 
ber lies 300 yards tiff shore. 
It is 


feared she will become a wreck if the 
weather does not moderate. The Kle- 
ber carries a crew of 52 men.

have been suggested. There has 'been 
!'?ss pjseuasion this sc-asou than last 
when a, number of Lima sharpsliooters 
got together at the French house and 
fromed a 'few suggostions that would 
afford some relief and yet not prove 
too destructive to the game that tfee 
law is supposed to protect. 


The hunting seasoa is closed but 


those -who enjoy its short ;)Iesares arc 
nor,- active in getting: their petitions 
into the hands of r-ome sympathetic 
lawmaker who vill bring about some 
hoped for changes. The first pro- 
posed bill of this kind has been placed 
in the caads of hunters, aan it comes 
very near meeting -with nhanimous ai>- 
proval. There -m"!! likely, however, 
be considerable discussion in the halis 
of the legislature and perhaps a few 
changes made. 


The law in brier provides for the 


protection of quail, prairie chicken 
and wild turkey except "between No- 
vember •!(> to December 15. It pro- 
tects ruffed grouse, woodcock, squir- 
rel, rabbit, 4ove and mildew or plover, 
except from Septeaaber 1 to December 
15, inclusive-, and it-is'sought to make 
it unlawful to kill snipe except from 
March 15 to April 20 iaclusive. 


No person shall kill more than 15 


quail, 5 'ruffed grouse or 10 rabbits a 
day, and quail' shall only be killed on 
the wing. No ducks are to be shot on 
Sunday or Monday or between 5:00 
a. in. cr after G:GO p. m. Nothing but 
a shoulder gun is to fee asetl. Xo 
limit is placed on ducks aad only tea- 
•uits or owners can shoot rabbits rtdt 
ire destroying shrubbery.
